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Town Celebrates Hiroshima Tree Sapling

The Town of Rochester on Sunday, August 
6, officially acknowledged the planting of a gingko 
biloba sapling gifted to the town by its former Town 
Administrator Michael McCue - a rare gift that not many 
other cities or towns in this part of the world possess. 

This special baby tree was born of an 
international effort to spread the seeds of peace across 
the globe. Green Legacy Hiroshima Initiative, a joint 
initiative with the United Nations Institute for Training 
and Research (UNITAR), propagates and disperses the 
saplings from many of the 170 trees in 55 locations within 
about one-and-a-quarter miles of ground zero of the

Hiroshima atomic blast on August 6, 1645 - "Hibaku- 
jumoku," which means "survivor trees." 

The ginkgo sapling was planted during the last 
weekend of June at the Dexter Lane Ball Field in the far 
end behind the playground by Highway Surveyor Jeff 
Eldridge, who also placed a plaque commemorating 
McCue' s gift and its historical significance.

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250-year-old survivor tree that was only 1,370 meters 
from the atomic blast. 

Matthew Monteiro of the Rochester Historic 
District Commission, who took on the Arbor Day 
responsibilities from McCue after he resigned from his 
position, led a brief ceremony before a handful of people 
to celebrate the Town's participation in Arbor Day and 
also acknowledged the 72 nd anniversary of the nuclear 
bombing. 

"I want to thank Green Legacy Hiroshima for 
this gift to our town and recognize Michael McCue who 
sought out the opportunity on our town's behalf," said 
Monteiro. "Seventy-two years ago today on August 6, 
1945, a nine-thousand pound atomic bomb was dropped 
over the city of Hiroshima." 

Nearly the entire city was destroyed and 80,000 
people died instantly, and thousands would later die as a 
result of the bombing. 

"Most of the trees and other vegetation were 
destroyed," said Monteiro, "so in 1951, the first president 
of Hiroshima University, Tatsuo Morito, sent a letter to 
universities in Europe, the U.S., and Asia asking to be sent 
tree seeds and seedlings to replant their campus." 

Monteiro said, quoting Morito, "Green is the color 
of vividness, the color of hope, the color of peace." 

The response was great, said Monteiro, and the 
grounds once burned by an atomic blast were replanted. 

Monteiro continued recounting the history of 
Green Legacy Hiroshima Initiative and its formation in 
2011 by former Director of the Hiroshima Office of the 
UNITAR Nassrine Azimi. 

"We are grateful to recognize the value of trees 
along with the Arbor Day Foundation," said Monteiro, 
"not only as physical comforts that provide cool shade 
and beauty, but as Ms. Azimi said, 'While silently 
testifying to the inhumanity of nuclear weapons, they 
also tell us of the importance of resilience, tolerance, and 
living in harmony with nature.'" 

Fellow member of the Historic District 
Commission Laurene Gerrior thanked those in 
attendance, which included Selectman Greenwood 
Hartley, for celebrating with them the planting of the tree.

"This ginkgo joins a long line of memorial trees, 
including the forty-plus trees planted in various locations 
by the Green Ways Committee," said Gerrior. These trees 
include the male and female ginkgo at the waterworks, 
the mulberry at the grange, a memorial to a local 
serviceman killed in WWII, Line Rounseville's beech tree 
in his corn field, Gerrior said, and a 12-foot-wide white 
oak off Alley Road that won the Big Tree contest back in 
the '90s. 

"May this tree be remembered and join this 
illustrious group of trees here in Rochester," said Gerrior. 

Monteiro shared information about the surviving 
mother tree of Rochester's sapling located in Shukkeien 
Garden and provided a photo. The mother tree still stands 
slanted toward the hypocenter, with its trunk 4 meters 
wide and 17 meters tall.

On Thursday, August 3, the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society and the Mattapoisett Land Trust hosted 
its second annual Great Community Picnic at the Munro 
Preserve, and by the looks of it, it was indeed pretty great.

name Toon' 
is derived 
from the 
Scandinavian 
'Tom/' meaning 
clumsy or lame, 
in reference to 
their limited 

mobility on land with legs farther back on their body like 
other vertebrates such as frogs and salamanders, to lead a 
successful double life as an amphibian. 

That is why the loon nests at the water's edge. 
Unable to stand, it slides on its belly like aquatic reptiles 
like the alligator. But then once in or under the water, it is 
a powerful swimmer, propelled by webbed feet shaped 
like scuba diver flippers and helped by underwater 
flapping wings, and is able to dive down to 200 feet where 
its diaphragm constricts under pressure to minimize 
oxygen requirement to stay under for almost a full 
minute. Then, surfacing in an unpredictable direction, it 
can cruise along in a partially submerged depth with only 
the eye in the top of the head showing like the periscope 
of a submarine. 

But all too soon, it must migrate to the ocean well 
before ice forms, from which it cannot take off for flight. 
That is when we see it here, having turned a salty color to 
adapt to the habitat. 

Fortunately, the loon population has come 
back to be relatively stable to overcome man-made 
detrimental conditions such as acid rain, chemicals in 
the water, nesting disturbances, ingestion of poisonous 
lead fishing weights, and power boat mortality. Most 
effective remedial results have been the mission of 
public awareness, plus subsequent State and Federal 
regulation initiated by the Loon Preservation Society 
of Moultonborough, New Hampshire on Lake 
Winnipesaukee where my wife and I spent last week on

There is the wail that seems to mourn 
the passage of time and memories of past summer seasons 
on the lake. But even more soulful is the shrill warning 
tremolo yodel that alerts us to the bygone miracle of 
creation on Lake Winnipesaukee, which in Native

When Hannah Guard found out she was 
valedictorian of Old Rochester Regional High School this 
past spring, it was only a few days before graduation.

"I wouldn't say freshman year I went in with that 
goal, but after my junior year, I found out I was top in the 
class, so it was in the back of my mind to reach," she said. 

But she also had to come up with a speech - 
the speech every valedictorian gives, the words that 
are supposed to inspire her classmates and sum up the 
experience. 

No pressure. 

With public speaking not exactly in her comfort 
zone, she did just what she did to become valedictorian in 
the first place: she worked at it. 

"Well I never considered myself the smartest

must have been like when the wealthy gathered to spend 
a few weeks in the summer under the same roof. 

From the museum's press release we find: 

"During the late 1800s and early 1900s, the Sippican 
Hotel was a cornerstone of what became The Golden 
Age of Marion. ... [I]t began after the Civil War, when 
it evolved from a sleepy seaside village to a summer 
gathering place for artists, writers, actors, musicians, and 
other intellectual leaders and celebrities such as President 
Grover Cleveland, Henry James, and artist Charles Dana 
Gibson . . . known as the Golden Age of Marion. At its 
peak, the Sippican Hotel represented the finest elegance 
and style in the time of high culture in Marion's history." 

On August 3 - a perfect summer's evening indeed 
- many gathered at the New Bedford Whaling Museum to 
hear the story of that once-famous summer retreat of the 
rich and famous. 

Sponsored by the Sippican Historical Society, 
the evening's reception and presentation by SHS 
Vice President David K. Pierce was nothing short of 
transporting. 

Pierce, through his knowledge of Marion's history 
and slideshow of historic images, took the audience on 
a journey from Marion's earliest days when tribes of the 
Wampanoags roamed the wooded landscape, through the 
early 1900s, which saw the rise and fall of the Sippican 
Hotel.

Gosnold became the first European to reach the area, 
landing in Cuttyhunk and then traveling through 
Buzzards Bay, which he named Gosnold' s Hope. 

Pierce also detailed the forces that came to 
bear upon the Wampanoags bringing them to their 
knees, namely the arrival of more Europeans with their 
unknown diseases and attacks by the Penobscots of 
Maine, tragedies that severely reduced the local Indian 
population. 

By the end of King Phillip's War in 1676, the 
English arrived in numbers settling in and around 
Marion. For the next 120 years or so, Marion would be 
just another quiet fishing and agrarian community along 
the coast. 

By the end of the Civil War, Marion was 
beginning to be discovered for more than its ability 
to sustain life. It was becoming a place where artists, 
intellectuals, and even a few well-known political types 
found pleasure in leisure activities and in socializing with 
one another. 

In 1864, a farmhouse owned by Joseph Luce, 
Pierce said, was converted into the Bayview Hotel. A few 
years later, the structure would be expanded to satisfy 
growing demands for more rooms and private bath 
facilities. The Bayview would become the Sippican Hotel 
with as many as 200 rooms shoehorned into the small lot 
located at what is today the corner of Water and South 
Streets.

Pierce said entire families would decamp their 
residences and arrive, many by rail, each summer ready 
to be installed in their familiar rooms. Some visitors 
even had their own pianos transported to Marion for 
the season. Pierce said that it was common practice for 
husbands to shuttle between their permanent residences 
and the hotel, spending weekdays at their labors and 
returning to Marion on the weekends. 

Just as water seeks its own level, the visitors 
who stayed at the Sippican Hotel were only the very well 
healed and the very notable. 

"It was a very exclusive place," Pierce 
proclaimed, adding, "If you are rich and famous you want 
to stay with the rich and famous." It cost the princely sum 
of $2 a day to stay at the hotel, he said. 

While most of those living in Marion were still 
living modest lives, increasingly those with cash in hand 
were arriving at the hotel. Open from May until early 
October, the Sippican Hotel provided seasonal jobs for the 
locals while those they attended to could see and be seen. 

To entertain the pleasure seekers, a casino was 
built across the street on the shoreline. There, the summer 
revelers could play games, take a sailboat ride, or splash 
in the water. The annual barrel boat race for the children 
was one such activity. Pierce said. 

"People have asked me why there aren't any 
hotels or motels in Marion nowadays," Pierce said. He 
said that upon the closing of the Sippican Hotel in 1929

and the eventual demolition of the structure, the land was 
sold for development. 

Pierce learned from a local government official 
that long ago house lots had been acquired by those who 
could invest in property situated along Sippican Harbor. 
Those properties became private summer retreats. He also 
said the current bylaws do not allow the construction of 
motels or hotels in Marion. Inns and Bed and Breakfast 
facilities are permitted if they meet zoning regulations. 

The era of the massive summer resort where 
ladies in long white dresses shaded under parasols 
strolling along the village streets headed for the casino 
and an afternoon of tea and cards is a thing of the past. 
Today there isn't a remnant of the hotel - Marion's Golden 
Era is now a golden memory.

Selectmen Consider Fairground Use Changes 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Now that the private use of the Town-owned 
Rochester Country Fairground by the SouthCoast 
Working Dog Club has caught the attention of 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen, the regulations 
surrounding fairground use could change - and the 
SouthCoast Working Dog Club may have to find another 
place to hold its regular four-days-a-week training 
sessions and special events. 

The topic first came up in July after a number of 
complaints lodged by Pine Street neighbors about barking 
disrupting the peace. 

Back in July, the Rochester Country Fair 
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Committee, which granted the club permission to use 
the fairground in exchange for in-kind upkeep of the 
grounds, supported the dog club's use of the property, 
saying that the Town and the Country Fair benefited 
from the club's presence at the fairground. 

However, on August 7, selectmen questioned 
whether or not allowing a private entity to use a Town- 
owned space for four days a week, nine hours a day 
was the original intent of the somewhat vague policy 
governing fairground use. 

What began as a general discussion of concrete 
regulations surrounding acceptable kinds of events that 
could take place at the fairground turned into a question 
as to whether the Town should continue letting the 
SouthCoast Working Dog Club use the fairground as often 
and as regularly as it does now. 

Kicking off the conversation. Selectman 
Greenwood Hartley suggested that perhaps allowing 
the dog club to use the fairground on a regular basis 
constituted a change of use of the property and should go 
through a public hearing process. 

Country Fair Committee member Kelly Morgado 
pointed out that, although review of fairground 
regulations was up for discussion, the committee was not 
informed nor was it invited to attend the meeting. 

As the conversation continued, Co-Chairman 
of the Country Fair Committee Dave Souza expressed 
frustration about the seemingly increasing complexity of

fairground use. 

Souza lauded the board's draft of fairground use 
regulations; however, he said he had hoped the Country 
Fair Committee could be involved in the development of 
the regulations. Souza's tone shifted as he explained how 
the country fair has become "nothing but a money-costing 
thing out of everyone's pockets." 

All of this talk about regulations and fairground 
use, said Souza, ". . .is just taking the wind out of our sail." 

"Everything is just getting so hard to do. 
Something so simple . . . that's become hard," said Souza. 
"I'm sorry that we can't keep them all happy," Souza 
continued, alluding to neighbors complaining about the 
dog barking. "It's just time for the Town to say either

do it or don't, because we've just lost the drive. When it 
becomes too much grief, your love for doing it goes away 
pretty fast." 

Souza said he was glad the selectmen stepped up 
to address the matter, "because it does take a lot of heat 
off of us." 

The Board of Selectmen voted to form a 
committee of five to study fairground use that would 
consist of the town administrator, a selectman, town 
counsel, a Country Fair Committee member, and a Pine 
Street neighbor not on the Country Fair Committee. 

Once a representative from the SouthCoast 
Working Dog Club said the club has permission from 
the Parks Committee to use other properties in town. 
Selectman Naida Parker asked if it was possible to spread 
out the dog club's activities over a number of properties 
so that it wasn't all concentrated at the fairground. 

As for allowing one group to use the Town 
property so regularly, Flartley said, "It's not at all what 
was intended from the beginning." 

"This brought up a lot of issues that we're trying 
to decipher," said Board of Selectmen Chairman Brad 
Morse. "It kind of developed its own storminess here, 
especially with the neighborhood." 

Parker added, "I think we also need to do 
some serious thinking . . . and come up with something 
reasonable." She said the dog club should look to other 
places to hold larger events such as two-day agility

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training shows. "I don't think the neighborhood really 
wants to see something like this at this point." 

Hartley suggested postponing the discussion 
until the next meeting to allow the board to ponder the 
matter. He later said, "I am not in favor of any repetitive 
use of a non-town organization day after day . . . week 
after week. I think it's a bad precedent to set." 

Morse added, "The intent of the Town property is 
not use the property nine hours a day four days a week by 
a [private] group." 

The matter was tabled until August 21. 

The Lions Club and the Fire Department did, 
however, receive permission to host a "Touch-a-Truck" 
fundraising event at the fairground on October 23. The

On August 8, Mattapoisett' s Community Nurse 
Amanda Stone received the Massachusetts Community

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said that 
while other cities and towns cut back on public health 
nursing services as a cost-saving measure, opting instead 
to use the services of visiting nurses, Mattapoisett had 
made the investment. 

"Mattapoisett' s position was significant," Gagne 
said, noting that community nurses provide a level of care 
and continuity not readily available through other means. 
"A community nurse can do so much more, providing a 
regional approach to such issues as drug use, emergency 
inoculations, and so much more," he said. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer told Stone during 
the presentation, "This is a great accomplishment . . . 
you've been a tremendous hire for us." He shared that 
the Council on Aging and others in the community "... 
love having you available to help," and added, "We've 
made your role bigger, especially in a community with a 
population averaging over the age of fifty-five." 

Stone responded by thanking the Board of 
Selectmen and the Board of Health to whom she directly 
reports. She said, "Any award comes from a team effort.

One outreach program that is near and dear to 
Stone is Operation Stand Down. She recently announced 
that for the eleventh year, the Massachusetts Association 
of Public Health Nurses is sponsoring Operation Stand 
Down, a one-day event that provides foot care for at-risk 
and at-home veterans. 

"We identified an unmet need," Stone said, 
referring to foot care for homeless or otherwise at-risk 
veterans, and homebound veterans. 

"The tent that we set up on the day of the event 
was named 'The Spa' by the vets," she said with a warm 
smile. 

Operation Stand Down takes place on September 
8 at City Hall Plaza in Boston where Stone will be 
representing the Tri-Town area. Tri-Town residents 
wishing to assist can drop off clean white socks at the 
Veterans' Office in Mattapoisett. 

In other business, Gagne said the first village 
neighborhood engagement meeting recently took place 
with about 25 residents coming out to discuss the design 
of streets in the village. He said that on Thursday, August 
10, a second meeting focusing on Water Street would take 
place at 6:30 pm in Center School. 

The meetings are being facilitated by VHB, the 
engineer group hired by the Town to assist in planning 
the future look of Mattapoisett' s village streets and with 
final plans for Phase IB of the bike path. Gagne said the 
process of engaging the public in discussions would help 
to formulate plans that will be fully vetted in November. 

As for the bike path itself, Gagne said people are 
really starting to get excited. "This coming spring, the 
project should be out for bid," he said. 

Gagne said VHB is working on the design of 
safety features planned for the bike and pedestrian 
crossings at Mattapoisett Neck and Brandt Island Roads, 
features that will assist motorists and others when 
someone is entering the roadway. 

On that note. Selectman Tyler Macallister said, 
"This is a public service announcement," and then 
proceeded to share a near-miss incident involving a 
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bicyclist and himself. "The person on the bike, an adult, 
didn't stop at the crossing." He said he was not traveling 
fast on Mattapoisett Neck Road at the time of the event, 
but nonetheless it was frightening. "Please be careful!" he 
told the public. 

Gagne said VHB is looking at traffic signaling 
devices similar to those recently installed on Route 6 
and that he would be meeting with abutters to hear and 
work through any concerns they may have, especially 
light pollution. He said part of the design would include 
motion-sensing mechanisms that will alert the bicyclist or 
pedestrian that they are approaching the crossing. 

Gagne said the Town would be holding a Fall 
Special Town Meeting during November to handle 
matters related to the bike path. He encouraged voters 
interested in submitting articles for the warrant to do 
so soon and offered assistance in preparing any articles 
citizens wanted to bring forward for town meeting vote. 

The selectmen also met with Treasurer Brenda 
Herbeck and Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger to sign 
documents for short-term notes and bonds. The retiring 
bonds earned up to $271,000, and those monies will 
be used to pay down other debts. The earnings were 
from bonds that were taken for school and library 
improvements between 2007 and 2009. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 12 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 
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Historical House Demo Bylaw Proposed 

Marion Planning Board

Despite the proposal on August 7 to the Marion 
Planning Board by the Sippican Historical Society for a 
demolition delay bylaw, the historic saltbox-style Cape at 
42 Main Street is still in jeopardy. 

Judith Rosbe, treasurer of the Society, began the 
presentation describing the catalyst behind the evening's 
proposed bylaw. 

After being notified by one of its board members 
that the house at 42 Main Street was slated for demolition, 
the Society held an emergency meeting at which they 
determined that Marion had no mechanism to respond to 
the loss of historic homes and structures in town. 

"Our mission is to protect historical artifacts and 
buildings," Rosbe stated, adding that the Society had 
performed an inventory of historic buildings in 1998, 
which is on file at Town Hall. 

Society president Frank MacNamee elaborated 
on the need for the bylaw, saying, "There is no provision 
to notify anyone - the public, the abutters, no one - if an 
application for demolition is filed. This is troubling." 

MacNamee was quick to point out that the 
Society was not proposing a historic district, ". . .or 
attempting to control how someone paints their house. 

We just want to slow things down," he said, so that there 
is time to react to a proposed razing of a historic building. 

The proposed bylaw is modeled on a bylaw 
approved in Southborough, and already accepted by the 
state Attorney General. 

The bylaw would affect houses built prior to 1925. 

Under the proposed bylaw, a demolition 
application would be sent to the Marion Historical 
Commission, of which there are currently three members. 
The commission would determine within ten days 
of receipt of the application if the home was on the 
inventory of historic buildings and notify the building 
commissioner of their finding. If the building was of 
historic significance, the application would be sent to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission for review. 

The bylaw would provide time for the Town 
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to develop a strategy to protect or purchase a historic 
structure. MacNamee noted that the "Historical Society 
has a large fund to do these [projects]." 

While Society members underscored that their 
bylaw proposal would only affect future demolition 
proposals, the fate of 42 Main Street was an integral part 
of the evening's discussion. 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum said that 
she had visited the site at 42 Main Street and described 
the building as being in "deplorable condition." 

Charles Cann, who lived in the home for many 
years and has restored many historic structures, took 
great exception to this description. While he conceded 
that the house was not in great shape, he stated that the 
historic saltbox portion of the house was in fine shape 
structurally. Cann added, "That house is an important 
house for this town. This town is a fine example of a New 
England working waterfront town . . . local carpenters 
and local joiners built this house ... if you just leave the 
fagade, you may as well just tear it down." 

MacNamee had noted earlier in the evening that 
the Society had met with the current owner of the home 
and had a "productive meeting" at which they came to 
the agreement that the front fagade and entryway would 
be left intact. 

Cann warned the board that many historic 
homes' important features are "...erased or cosmetized 
to the point that they lose all their meaning," adding that 
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there are not many historic saltbox Capes anywhere in the 
state. 

Planning Board member Christopher Collings 
suggested the Town define what would be considered a 
historic house ". . .and what is just old wood." Collings 
continued, "[The Society has] a twenty-year-old 
document you can show the Town what you define as 
historical." 

Planning Board member Norman Hills noted that 
Marion already has a process for designating a home as 
historical. Marum described being in a historic building 
as "touching the past." 

"Touching the craftsmen who built the house, the 
people who passed through the house," Marum said. 
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Rosbe asked the Planning Board to provide 
guidance as to the best way to bring the bylaw proposal to 
the voters. The Society could collect 100 signatures from 
residents and place it on the warrant at the Fall Special 
Town Meeting. 

The bylaw could also be sponsored by the 
Planning Board as part of its broader bylaw codification 
process, which Hills thought would most likely reach the 
Annual Town Meeting in the spring. 

The board will discuss it further and provide its 
recommendation to the Society at a later date. 

In other business, the board provided feedback 
during a pre-submission conference for a high-end used 
car lot for 149 Wareham Road proposed by Dwight 
and Alisha Crosby. The site on Route 6 has an existing 
building that Crosby will use as a showroom for up to 
three cars, and they will park an additional 28 cars in 
front of the building. The board suggested the applicants 
will need to develop a traffic flow plan, as well as lighting 
and landscaping. Hills noted there was a discrepancy in 
the assessor's plan versus the plan used by the applicant. 
Mrs. Crosby noted that they wanted to be considerate of 
their neighbors and intended to have minimal lighting. 

The board also closed the public hearing for the 
proposed Tabor Academy dormitory off Spring Street. 

The board placed special conditions on the permit for the 
project, including signage on internal roadways stating 
there is no through traffic. Additionally, board member 
Stephen Kokkins asked that there be additional vegetative 
screening along the southern border of the property to 
screen the building from the neighbor. Lastly, the issue of 
the internal lot lines on the property must be resolved to 
the building commissioner's satisfaction. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for August 21 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Police 
Station Community Room. 


Frustrations Aired Over Subdivision 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

During the August 7 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board, the agenda was extremely lean. With 
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no hearings or planned public discourse of any kind, the 
board members focused their attention on bylaw updates 
and changes that have been long in the making. 

But after putting those aside and inquiring if 
there was any other business. Chairman Tom Tucker 
quickly became frustrated - the topic was Brandt Point 
Village. 

Once again. Tucker asked Planning Administrator 
Mary Crain if the current development team had 
responded to the board's request to meet with them vis- 
a-vis to discuss the list of incomplete projects at the large 
subdivision and to respond to why things weren't moving 
along as agreed many months prior. "They still have 
ignored our request," he said. 

"This has been going on since 2008," said Tucker, 
appearing to be addressing the board's newest member 
Janice Robbins. "We've asked for a cease and desist... 

[and] we've been refused." He said the Town did not have 
an appetite to shutdown construction in order to gain 
compliance. 

The Planning Board, over the nearly ten years 
since the subdivision was permitted, has seen several 
development teams come and go. 

Robbins asked if an agreement had been signed 
for certain activities at the site with the latest team, Marc 
Marcus and Armand Cotelleso of Omega Financial. 

Tucker responded 'No,' just verbal confirmation that 
specific things would be completed by last January 
2017. Robbins remarked after the date on the current 
surety agreement was determined, January 2018, that 
"Technically, they are not out of compliance." 

It was explained to Robbins that, although legal 
documents governing the subdivision indicate that all 
Phase 1 items such as sidewalks, septic certifications, mail 
kiosk, stormwater management systems, and roadways 
must be up to independent peer review standards and 
were to have been completed by January 2017, it was 
basically a verbal contingency placed on the acceptance of 
their construction surety. 

Tucker felt that since the verbal agreement had 
been written down and videotaping of that agreement 
archived, that was sufficient to get work at the site 
completed. 
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Tucker also believed that since occupancy permits 
were being withheld on Phase 2 pending completion 
of Phase 1 "they would get things done." Now the 
Planning Board was again faced with how to gain Phase 1 
compliance. 

Tucker asked Crain to contact the Town's legal 
counsel to ascertain what they could do at this juncture. 
Crain responded that counsel had said they could re-open 
the public hearing process and rescind the subdivision 
permit. 

Robbins wondered aloud what would happen if 
that were to occur. Tucker said, "They either walk away or 
finish." 

Gail Carlson, also a new member of the board 
and resident of the beleaguered subdivision, added 
that gaining cooperation from other board members to 
collectively come up with a strategy that might assist 
in gaining cooperation from Marcus and Cotelleso was 
needed. 

Crain and Tucker noted there had been a lack 
of response from the Conservation Commission and 
Board of Health when the Planning Board had previously 
reached out for assistance. 

Tucker asked Crain to contact Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne, town counsel. Field 
Engineering (the Town's peer review consultants), the 
Conservation Commission, and the Board of Health with 
an invitation to attend the next meeting of the Planning 
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Board. 

Earlier in the evening as Planning Board members 
reviewed the bylaw governing signs, it became apparent 
that a draft executed by Crain several years ago when 
she was a Planning Board member might not be robust 
enough when contrasted against the sign bylaw the Town 
of Rochester composed. 

Crain had been employed by Rochester as the 
town planner when that document was written and 
accepted by the state's Attorney General's Office. 

Tucker asked Crain to re-visit Mattapoisett's 
draft, incorporating certain line items from the Rochester 
document and returning to the next meeting with a more 
fully fleshed out draft for their review. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for August 21 at 7:00 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 


Farmer's Market Developer Rescinds Withdrawal 

Rochester Planning Board

Dozens of residents on August 7 applauded after 
farmer's market developer Craig Canning announced 
that he was rescinding his July 25 request to withdraw his 
Site Plan Review application with the Rochester Planning 
Board. 

During that July 25 meeting, some Planning 
Board members, notably Gary Florindo, expressed 
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frustration with some abutters and residents who 
publically expressed opposition to Canning's plan to 
construct two 7,200 square-foot buildings, one of which 
would be a farmer's market-style facility surrounded by 
acres of agriculture for produce. 

On July 25 Florindo said, "He (Canning) can 
choose what he wants to do. It's his little world." 
Addressing the abutters, he continued, "When the public 
takes away the element of choice, that's not fair. This 
is America! Let's not take Mr. Canning's right away." 

He said the proposed building might not be "the Taj 
Mahal," but it is in keeping with the agricultural nature of 
Rochester, "It's a farm building." 

The board continued the hearing instead of 
holding a hasty vote to accept the withdrawal. 

On August 7, Chairman Arnold Johnson asked 
Canning if he still wished to proceed with the withdrawal. 

Canning said he requested the withdrawal 
because of the significant resistance he received from 
abutters. 

"Now I've been a little bit overwhelmed from the 
support from other neighbors and people nearby. I'd like 
to continue with the site plan review," Canning said. 

The majority of the residents gathered in the 
Rochester Memorial School cafeteria applauded and 
clapped for Canning's decision. 

"Thank you," Canning told them. 

"Thank you!" many replied. "Don't give up!" 
another man said. 

Canning asked for the public hearing to be 
continued until the next meeting so he could review the 
report of the Town's peer review engineer Ken Motta. 

The public hearing for Borrego Solar System's 
proposed large-scale solar farm at 453 Rounseville Road 
was continued until the next meeting at the request of the 
applicant due to some further changes to the proposed 
plan. 

Johnson acknowledged that the board had 
received a petition certified by the town clerk from 
townspeople asking the board to deny the permit for 
Borrego Solar System's solar farm. Johnson said that since 
the petition was not on the agenda, it would be discussed

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one of the most comprehensive solar bylaws in the Tri- 
Town and Rochester was the first to craft one. 

During his 18 years on the board, Johnson said 
the Planning Board has gone to litigation 14 times. 

"This board's not afraid to take a stand when 
it's justifiable and defensible and appropriate," Johnson 
said. But, he added, "If you lose, at that point, you don't 
have any control over a project whether it's a subdivision 
... a shopping center ... or a solar facility." At that point, 
Johnson said, the judge could take the solar developer's 
original plan and say, 'You build it. Rochester, you issue 
the permit. Don't worry about screening . . . bonding.. . .' 

"You kind of have to think it all the way through 
when you think about these things," said Johnson, 
"because if you don't, you could be in a little bit of 
trouble." 

In other matters, the board opened the public 
hearing for the Site Plan Review for Canning's other 
project under the name of Progressive Grower, Inc. - a 
proposed fertilizer and agricultural products distribution 
facility on property located at Kings Highway and Route 
28. 

Engineer Bill Madden presented the plan for six 
60-foot by 120-foot buildings, five of which would be 
constructed in a row, with another Madden called an "out 
building." 

The board went through some of the notes 
Motta made pertaining to some waivers Canning is 
requesting, asking for a couple to be removed from the 
list and granting a number of others, since those aspects 
pertaining to the waivers do not apply to the proposed 
project. 

Florindo commented that most of the proposed 
project would be concealed by surrounding trees, 
and Florindo called Canning's existing operation at 
the site tidy and clean, and the proposed project was 
"appropriate" and "not an eyesore." 

"I think it's a win-win situation as far as I'm 
concerned," said Florindo. 

The hearing was continued until August 22, but 
it could get rescheduled depending on Motta's ability to 
review the plans in time.

Our 
on-board firefighter grabbed the fire extinguisher, the 
anchor was thrown, and we all grabbed life vests. For fear 
of the vessel exploding, we flagged down a nearby boat 
(Gary from Aucoot Cove, we love you!), jumped ship and 
swam. We were terrified. Not soon after, we could see the 
Marion ambulance with lights on at Converse Point, just 
in case, Marion and Wareham Harbormasters and three 
tow boats on scene. The response time was amazing. The 
professionalism and caring manner in which everyone 
approached our tragedy was second to none. We were 
scared, thought the worst, but were immediately 
comforted by all responders. Thank you so very much for 
being our Guardian Angels that day - we are so glad this 
is behind us. 

What we know and learned that day: Always 
have your life jackets in site. Always call 911 first. Drop 
the anchor. Never feed oxygen to a fire. Get off the boat.

The Dark Tower. Starring Idris Elba and Matthew 
McConaughey. Directed by Nikolaj Arcel. Running 
time: 95 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The Dark Tower is a mediocre, overshort 
movie, but it has done what nothing else has done 
— it has made me want to read the books that 
inspired it. Stephen King's eight- volume series is 
about the ultimate hero against the ultimate villain 
in a struggle over the titular Tower, which holds all 
worlds together. It's all very archetypal, informed 
as much by Sergio Leone as by Tolkien. The movie 
is an abbreviated riff on several of the books; we're 
informed that it's not an adaptation of King's work 
so much as a sequel — another "turn of the wheel," 
since the entire saga was conceived as circular. 

"The man in black fled across the desert," begins 
the first book, "and the gunslinger followed" — 
and apparently the two men will go on fleeing and 
following until the end of time. 

The gunslinger is Roland Deschain (Idris 
Elba), who in this iteration seeks revenge on the man 
in black, or Walter o'Dim (Matthew McConaughey), 
for killing Roland's father. Walter goes by different 
names; he has turned up in various guises in King's 
fiction, most prominently as Randall Flagg in The 
Stand. As McConaughey plays him, Walter is a 
saturnine Erl-King in rock-star cosplay, swaggering 
around and getting people to kill each other or to 
stop breathing with a bland command. Truth to tell, 
McConaughey was more sinister in those moody 
Lincoln commercials (the ads actually convinced me 
he could play the Stephen King version of Satan), 
and the director, Nikolaj Arcel, doesn't even give 
him a juicy intro — Walter is just suddenly there, 
looking on as his big death machine saps psychic 
children of their energy and channels it into a big 
death ray pointed at the Tower. 

When the Tower takes a big death hit, our 
Earth rumbles, and a boy, Jake Chambers (Tom 
Taylor), feels it in his mother's Big Apple apartment. 
Jake has been having visions of Roland and Walter, 


and it turns out he packs enough psychic oomph to 
shame Danny Torrance in The Shining. The movie 
seems awfully front-loaded to favor Jake, creating 
the unhappy sense that Roland, whose casting with 
a non-white actor caused some consternation among 
those pained by such things, has been relegated to a 
supporting character in his own epic story because, 
well, he's black. After a while the balance evens 
out a little, Taylor's performance gets better as Jake 
becomes more useful, and Idris Elba maintains his 
stoic sangfroid whether reciting Roland's Mid-World 
doggerel ("He who aims with his hand has forgotten 
the face of his father" and so on) or performing, as 
Pauline Kael put it in another context, "kinetic self- 
realization with a gun." 

This Dark Tower is practically 
guaranteed to displease the books' fans, who will 
be painfully aware of what's missing and what a 
wasted opportunity it is. Judged on its own shaky 
merits, the movie skims the surface of the iconic 
saga, and the occasional bit of strangeness — like 
Walter's minions the Low Men, looking, accidentally 
I'm sure, like members of the Trump administration 
— stands out in relief against much of the conceptual 
dullness. But McConaughey and especially Elba 
have given me intriguing men to picture when I 
return to the books. I read the first two, in college, 
several thousand years ago and remember little 
except the lobstrosities, which sadly stay home 
from work here. Much is appealing about King's 
good-vs.-evil superstory, and the movie, by virtue 
of containing at least a swallow of King's potion, is 
weird and borderline acid-western enough to hold 
one's interest on a slow Tuesday. I imagine, though, 
that it won't be the version of The Dark Tower that 
endures.
